Effects of Newman’s Conversion 


It was the “crash of matter and the 
crush of world” feared by the English 
churchmen. Mark Pattison, the critic, 
writes: 

“It is impossible to describe the en- 


demic and clerical world by one man’s 
changing his religion.” 

Disraeli, who was supposed to have 
played baby games with Newman, 
said: 

“This conversion has dealt a blow 
to England from which it still reels.” 

Certainly this middle-aged clergy- 
man announcing his allegiance to 
Catholicism was one of the most epoc- 
hal events of the century. The frail 
little man becoming a priest, writing 
the while immortal literature, finding 
himself continually on the defence, 
led the modern movement back to 
Rome. 


When he: became a prince of the 


the broad sword of a warrior, when 
his heart finally trembled and broke 
over the smoldering battle ground of 
controversy, he had served his des- 
tiny. Twelve hundred English clergy- 
men are said to have followed him to 
Rome, thousands are known to have 
been: influenced by his conversion, 
millions pay homage to his genius, his 
virtue, his consummate courage.

YOUTH AND CRIME 


Persons under the age of twenty- 
five furnish forty per cent of the 
law violators of the United States, 
according to a survey recently 
made by the Department of Jus- 
tice in Washington. Among the 
youthful criminals persons of only 
19 years of age lead all others, and 
these are followed closely by per- 
sons just under 21 years of age, 
who accounted for one of each five 
arrests which were examined. 
Most of the persons arrested, the 
survey: revealed, were males, fe- 
males numbering only 6.5 per cent 
‘of the total. 


The facts revealed by this sur- 
‘vey are not new, but they do em- 
‘phasize the fact that some remedy 
‘is needed to reduce the number of 
‘youthful criminals in the United 
‘States. It has always been the

He 
preached to all who would listen to 
Him, to toiling peasants in the 
fields, to self-satisfied Pharisees in 
the temple, to the purse-proud 
wealthy in the market place, to 
weary laborers in the busy indus- 
trial town of Capharnaum.

activities, no less than 165 special 
Sunday programs exclusively dedi- 
cated to Catholic subjects were 
held in the last year. Besides, 
about 100 programs were arranged 
on the occasion of Catholic con- 
ventions. Word-pictures of monas- 
tic life and divine services were in- 
eluded, and some fifty programs 
were devoted to Catholic Church 
music. There was an average of 
one Catholic program a day. 

In addition there were lectures 
by Catholic scholars on scientific 
subjects and, of course, many 
Catholic artists shared in general 
musical and artistic programs. 

A special organization called 
Rundfunk - Arbeits - Gemeinschaft 
der deutschen Katholiken, with 
headquarters here, directed by the 
Rt. Rev. Msgr. Bernhard Mar- 
schall, looks after the Catholic in- 
terests in radio. The number of 
German Catholic radio listeners is 
estimated at 1,500,000 which cor- 
responds to one-third of the total 
of radio listeners in the country. 
(A government license is required 
for every radio receiving set in 
Germany). 


Catholics are also represented in 
the program boards of all the Ger- 
man stations, and a good many 
Catholics are among the stations’ 
staffs. 


Msgr. Marschall is also in charge 
of the International Catholic Radio 
Office which is the executive 
agency of the International Cath- 
olic Radio Commission with head- 
quarters in Amsterdam, Holland. 
Msgr. Marschall himself is a well 
and most favorably known radio 
speaker.

Remarkable emphasis upon the 
vigor and vitality of the Catholic 
Church and an equally notable ef- 
fort to dispel many errors of Pro- 
testants regarding the Catholic 
Church are contained in a new 
book by a Protestant scholar who 
was formerly a professor at the 
Protestant University of Upsala, 
Dr. Eva van Bahr-Religius. 

While the book, called “A Pro- 


for Swedish Protestants with a de- 
cidedly Swedish approach, it does 
great service generally in that it 
is a rational and extraordinarily 
clear and unbiased conception of the 
Catholic Church presented by a 
Protestant man of letters. 


In setting forth the ultimate rea- 
son for the writing of the book, 
Dr. van Bahr-Religius declares that 
Swedes are less advanced in the 
matter of religious toleration than 
most other non-Catholic countries, 
despite the fact, he says, that they 
imagine they are more tolerant. 
“Tt is a pamful disillusionment,” 
he adds, “to discover that we are 
more intolerant than other coun- 
tries.” 

Ignorant of Doctrines 


Consequently, he sets out to 
prove that Swedish Protestants 
are as intolerant as they are, be- 
cause they are really ignorant of 
the doctrines and practises of the 
Catholic Church, and m so proving 
he hopes to smooth over many of 
the discrepancies between truth 
and error which make Catholics m 
Sweden still somewhat victimized. 


One mistake the Swedes made, 
Dr. Van Bahr-Religtus stresses, was 
to think that when the Pope lost 
his temporal power in 1870, the 
end of the Catholic Church was 
neay at hand. Because of that 
idea, he says, the present vigor 
and vitality of the Catholic Church 
should give the Swedes cause for 
much meditation and make them 
reflect how erroneous they were m 
believing, almost assuming, that

Defends Belief 


In the course of his volume, Dr. 
ivan Bahr-Religius defends, as well 


'as explams, many beliefs and prac- 


[tices of the Catholic Church from 
'the reasonable standpoint, such as 
the use of Latin as the Church’s 
universal language, the liturgical 
division of the Church year with 
its feasts and seasons, the Com- 
munion of the Saints, and miracles. 
The author actually develops a de- 
fense of the doctrine of miracles 
on the basis of possibility and rea- 
sonableness, of declaring that “if 
the modern Protestant admits mir- 
acles were possible at the time of 
Our Lord, but not later, his in- 
consistency is obvious.” Confes- 
sion, indulgences, the reading of 
the Bible, marriage and celibacy, 
convents, and faith are other sub- 
jects treated in the book. Im all 
of the chapters on these subjects, 
Dr. van Bahr-Religins dissipates 
many. Protestant distortions re- 
garding these matters. He even 
praises the Jesuits, the last thing 
usually that a Protestant will do 
even when commenting favorably 
upon the Catholic Church in gen- 
eral. 


' Cenvents No Danger 


Referring to the fact that Swe- 
den by law forbids convents, the 
author says that “Sweden is the

It occurs to the writer that there 
is no weapon of jealousy more 
pointed than that resorted to in 
the systematic undermining of the 
reputation of another.

Guy, to his own knowledge, was 
never guilty of a lie. Candor of 
soul, hatred of falsehood, distaste 
for anything which even savoured 
of the “not-true,” were fundamen- 
tal to his character.

attractive, and yet—well, after all, 
it was only “make-believe.”

If he disliked “make-believe,” he 
hated falsehood, even the very sem- 
blance of it. About November 22nd, 
1918, enabled by the Armistice to 
return to Paris, he began with 
great earnestness to attend the 
eatechism classes; that was all very 
much to his taste. But Bible His- 
tory, from the day he first heard 
the story of Esau and Jacob, was 
definitely “taboo.” They had de- 
ceived the aged Isaac, and that was 
enough. Maybe it was “mysterium,” 
but it was certainly “mendacium,” 
and he wanted no more.

thing of the history of Holy Years? 


The first Holy Year jubilee in the 
history of the Church was held dur- 
ing the reign of Pope Boniface VIII 
in the year 1300. At that time Pope 
Boniface ordained that a similar 
jubilee celebration should be held 
every hundred years. In 1350 Pope 
Clement VI, taking into considera- 
tion the shortness of human life, 
reduced the interval between jubi- 
lees to fifty years and proclaimed 
a Holy Year. In 1389 Pope Urban 
VI reduced the interval to thirty- 
three years in honor of the thirty- 
three years our Savior spent on 
earth. Pope Boniface IX celebrated 
the jubilee in 1390. Another jubilee 
was held in 1423 under Pope Mar- 
tin V. 


In 1450 the interval between 
Holy Years was restored to fifty 
years by Pope Nicholas V, who 
celebrated a jubilee which was fea- 
tured by the canonization of St. 


Bernardine of Siene. Pope Paul I 
fixed the interval at twenty-five 
years, and this decision was rati- 
fied by Pope Sixtus IV, who sus- 
pended all other plenary indulg- 
ences during the celebration of 
1475. 


In the year 1500, Pope Alexander 
VI performed for the first time the 
ceremony of the” opening of the 
Holy Door in the Basilica of St. 
Peter. The Holy Year was cele- 
brated in 1525 by Pope Clement 
VII, and in 1550 another jubilee 
celebration was ordered by Pope 
Julius III. Among the pilgrims to 
this celebration were St. Ignatius 
Loyola, Michaelangelo and St. 
Philip Neri. 


Holy Years were held every 
twenty-five years until the year 
1800 when the troubles of war pre- 
vented the celebration. In 1825 the 
observance was resumed under the 
direction of Pope Leo XII. In 1850 
and 1875, Pope Pius IX was pre-
